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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner notes that the Office action of 9/22/2005 was a "non-final" Office 
action, i.e., status of this case in the PTO PALM system is "non-final." The form 
paragraph indicating finality in that Office action should not have been included there. 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1. A semiconductor memory device having a planar transistor, and a vertical 
transistor disposed on the planar transistor (claims 1-12, 38-40). 

2. A semiconductor memory device having a multi-tunnel junction pattern (claims 
13-21, 33-37).

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
